What would I like to see? 
I'd like us taking the time to 
have regular conversations 
with our customers and, 
equally important, with our 
team members. Our team 
members are our col- 
leagues and are our inter- 
nal clients. 

To be successful consis- 
tently, year after year, we 
must make conversations 
with our team members a 
top priority — quality two- 
way conversations that 
show a genuine apprecia- 
tion for and interest in their 
ideas and success. 

Think about these 
Golden Rules offered by 
Dale Carnegie, and these 
are just some, in random 
order, as each is important:

¢ Encourage others to 
share about themselves and 
their thoughts and feelings 

¢ Help others feel impor- 
tant, and do it sincerely 

¢ Show respect for an- 
other person’s opinions 

¢ Let others do a great 
deal of the talking 

¢ Let people feel the ideas 
are theirs 

¢ Commit to understand 
what others think and their 
reasoning 

To me, these are the 
ABCs of leadership, the 
fundamentals. If we abide 
by these rules, with sincer- 
ity, because we genuinely 
care about our team mem- 
bers and are not self-fo- 
cused, those on our team 
will very likely look up to 
us and be motivated to do 
their very best work, going 
the extra mile when 
needed. 

We must bear in mind 
the importance of asking 
open-ended questions, ask- 
ing our team members for 
their ideas, opinions, input, 
and feedback. We’ll learn a 
wealth of valuable informa- 
tion and our colleagues will 


feel appreciated. 

There is the very effec- 
tive approach of leadership 
by questioning. For exam- 
ple, when someone asks 
what action should be 
taken, ask that person what 
she feels are the options 
and what she recommends 
and why. Leadership by 
questioning helps others 
learn and grow, which is 
our responsibility as a 
leader. 

While business is compli- 
cated, and managing our 
time and attention are chal- 
lenging, I believe that lead- 
ership is basic, it’s common 
sense: it’s about our earn- 
ing the respect, trust and 
appreciation of our team 
members. 

Two key principles: 

A manager likes to 
talk, a leader likes to 
listen, and 

A manager thinks 
first about numbers, 
while a leader thinks 
first about peo- 
ple 

I hope these “Golden 
Rules” ring true to you, as 
they do for me, even more 
so in today’s world.

The Youth Advisory 
Committee (YAC) of the 
Charlevoix County Com- 
munity Foundation re- 
sponded to requests from 
nonprofit partners in No- 
vember. Thanks to donors 
who look to the Commu- 
nity Foundation to make a 
difference close to home, 
grants have been awarded 
primarily to nonprofits 
who will focus in the areas 
of youth mental health 
and school atmosphere. In 
all, $78,263 was awarded 
during the Youth Needs 
grant cycle. 

Earlier this year, the 
YAC conducted their Youth 
Needs Assessment, which 
they update every 3 years 
by surveying their peers in 
grades 7 through 12 about 
their top concerns and 
stressors, their top positive 
influences, and about their 
school environments. This 
year’s top concerns in- 
cluded many, like anxiety, 
depression, self-esteem, 
peer pressure, eating disor- 
ders, family issues, and ex- 
cessive social media, that 
fit into the broad category 
of youth mental health. 
These and other top con- 
cerns also point to a need 
for improvement of the 
school atmosphere. 

Results from the Youth 
Needs Assessment led the 
YAC to identify their prior- 
ities for grant funding in 
the areas of youth mental 
health and school atmos- 
phere. This year, they were 
also able to be more spe- 
cific about what types of 
projects and programs 
they were seeking to fund. 
Their goals are to specifi- 
cally decrease stigma and 
increase education around 
youth mental health, while 
also increasing access to 
direct mental health serv- 
ices for youth. Addition- 
ally, they seek to impact 
their school atmosphere by 
spending grant dollars to

The YAC was pleased to 
see an increase in the 
number of proposals over- 
all and those specifically 
addressing priority areas. 
Mailey Hamilton, YAC 
President and senior at 
East Jordan High School, 
stated, “It was reassuring 
to see so many organiza- 
tions in the community 
also see the need for youth 
mental health services and 
have programs established 
to respond to that need. 
Some of the organizations 
doing that work are famil- 
iar to us, but we were also 
able to see proposals and 
fund newer organizations 
focused on youth. We are 
excited to see how the 
grants we’ve made this 
cycle will positively impact 
youth in our county.” 

Megan Havrilla DeHoog, 
C8F’s new Youth Advance- 
ment staff person, re- 
marked on her first 
experience facilitating the 
Youth Needs grant cycle, 
saying, “I'm consistently 
inspired by the work that 
gets done when we center 
the voices of young people. 
The YAC is a shining ex- 
ample of such an opportu- 
nity. It was a privilege to 
watch the YAC advocate 
for their peers and make 
grant awards that will cre- 
ate ripples of change in 
their communities.” 

Through this cycle, the 
YAC funded projects like 
the Family Dinner Book 
Club at the Boyne District 
Library, which will allow 
families to read and learn 
together about mental 
health topics such as anxi- 
ety, bullying, the body- 
emotion connection, and 
mindfulness. They also 
supported the Charlevoix 
Kiwanis Youth Founda- 
tion’s book vending ma- 
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formation or to arrange for a 


chine in Charlevoix Ele- 
mentary school, which im- 
proves school atmosphere 
by encouraging and re- 
warding kindness, helpful- 
ness, and camaraderie 
among students. 

Other school programs 
include the WAI-IAM, Inc. 
STR8TALK presentations 
that teach students about 
decision-making, and 
Great Lakes Center for the 
Arts’ Human[kind] Cin- 
ema Series that will show 
a film and coordinate dis- 
cussion around the topics 
presented in the film. 

Youth mental health will 
also get a boost, with 
grants being awarded to 
Northern Michigan 
Equine Therapy for tech- 
nology and software up- 
grades that will enable 
them to undertake a men- 
tal health awareness cam- 
paign, to Child and Family 
Services for mental health 
support for youth in foster 
care, to Planned Parent- 
hood for their IN*clued 
Project to empower 
LGBTQ+ youth in advocat- 
ing for themselves and 
their health and mental 
health, and to the Women’s 
Resource Center for sup- 
port of their counseling 
services. These grants help 
the organizations to build 
capacity to expand their 
programming to reach 
more people. 

While the primary focus 
of this cycle was on the 
two priority areas, other 
grants were also awarded 
including to the Beaver Is- 
land Historical Society for 
their summer Kid’s Camp 
program, Big Brothers Big 
Sisters of Northwestern 
Michigan to help them cre- 
ate an Advocacy Specialist 
position, and to Girl Scouts 
of Michigan Shore to 
Shore to expand the pro- 
gram in Charlevoix 
County as well as conduct 
some troop leader training

Finally, outdoor recre- 
ation is getting a boost 
with grants to Camp 
Daggett for new campout 
equipment, to the Base- 
ball-Softball Fields of 
Boyne for a pitcher’s 
mound and bases for the 
waterfront field in Boyne 
City, and to Boyne Area 
Skate Park for the design 
phase. 

A charitable organiza- 
tion dedicated to improv-

Why do we hang stockings 
by the fireplace? 


Some Christmas traditions 
date back many centuries

The Christmas tree is a 
longstanding tradition that 
goes back many centuries. 
Christmas trees are known 
to have been popular in Ger- 
many as far back as the six- 
teenth century, in fact. The 
tree’s association with 
Christmas seems to have 
evolved from the late Middle 
Ages when Germans and 
Scandinavians placed ever- 
greens inside their homes to 
show their hope in the 
forthcoming spring. 

Evergreens, since they re- 
mained green during the 
long winters, had long rep- 
resented the idea of long life 
or eternal life, and it’s easy 
to see how that symbol 
translated to Christianity 
and the promise of eternal 
life through Jesus the Son 
of God. 

There is historical evi- 
dence to support the belief 
that it was Protestant re- 
former Martin Luther who 
first added lighted candles 
to the Christmas tree. Ac- 
cording to legend, he was 
walking toward home one 
winter evening preparing a 
sermon in his head when he 
was awed by the brilliance 
of stars twinkling amid the 
ubiquitous evergreens. To 
recapture the scene for his 
family, he cut down an ever- 
green and brought it into 
the main room of his house 
and placed lighted candles 
on the tree. Soon, others 
were doing the same during 
subsequent Christmas sea- 
sons and the tradition 
spread throughout Ger- 
many and Europe. 

The tradition of Christ- 
mas trees in the U.S. can 
likely be traced to the Ger- 
man immigrants who came 
to Pennsylvania. Christmas 
trees have been sold com- 
mercially in the U.S. since 
1850. 

Another great Christmas 
tradition, the hanging 
Christmas stockings by the 
fireplace, actually began 
with the original Saint 
Nicholas, a Fourth Century 
bishop of Myra in Asia 
Minor (present day Turkey). 
A lot of people don’t realize 
there actually was aman 
who became known Saint 
Nicholas and upon whom 
the generous character of 
Santa Claus and the tradi- 
tion of giving gifts is based. 
(And, of course, for Chris- 
tians around the world the 
giving of gifts reflects the 
manner in which the Son of 
God, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
came into the world and 
gave Himself as redeemer 
for the sins of mankind.) 

As one would expect, the 
original Saint Nicholas was 
a benevolent man noted for 
his charity and good will 
and he was particularly 
kind to children, often giv- 
ing away treats and small 
gifts. 

According to legend, 
there was a widower in 
Myra who had three daugh- 
ters for whom he could not 
provide a dowry. The story 
goes that Saint Nicholas 
threw three bags of gold 
into the fireplace chimney 
one Christmas Eve and the 
gold landed into the stock- 
ings drying by the fire. Thus 
began the tradition of put- 
ting presents into Christ- 
mas stockings. 


Here are some interesting 
facts, gleaned from several 
sources, about Christmas 
trees, Christmas cards, 
Christmas carols and other 
holiday stuff: 

° If you love Dick- 
ens’ classic “A Christmas 
Carol,” you'll find this inter- 
esting. Before settling on the 
name of Tiny Tim for his 
character, three other allit- 
erative names were consid- 
ered by the author: Little 
Larry, Puny Pete, and Small 
Sam. 

. According to the 
National Christmas Tree 
Association, Americans buy 
37.1 million real Christmas

trees each year; 25 percent 
of them are from the na- 
tion's 5,000 choose-and-cut 
farms. 

° America's official 
national Christmas tree is 
located in King's Canyon 
National Park in California. 
The tree, a giant sequoia 
called the "General Grant 
Tree," is over 300 feet high. 
It was made the official 
Christmas tree in 1925. 

° The first commer- 
cial Christmas card sold 
was designed by London 
artist John Calcott Horsley 
in December of 1842. He was 
hired by Sir Henry Cole, a 
wealthy British business- 
man, to design a card that 
showed people feeding and 
clothing the poor with an- 
other picture of a Christmas 
party. The first Christmas 
card said, "Merry Christ- 
mas and a Happy New Year 
to you." Of the original 1,000 
cards he printed for Sir 
Henry Cole, only one exists 
today. 

. An average house- 
hold in America will mail 
out 28 Christmas cards each 
year and see 28 eight cards 
return in their place. 

. Christmas caroling 
began as an old English cus- 
tom called Wassailing - 
toasting neighbors to a long 
and healthy life. 

° Some famous peo- 
ple who were born on 
Christmas day: Sir Isaac 
Newton (1642); Humphrey 
Bogart (1899); Rod Serling 
(1924); Little Richard (1932); 
Ken Stabler (1945); Jimmy 
Buffet (1946); Larry Csonka 
(1946); Sissy Spacek (1949); 
Ricky Henderson (1958). Is- 
abella Whitcomb of Lake 
City isn’t famous but she 
was also born on Christmas 
day in 2006 and her parents 
Dane and Amanda certainly 
believe she’s special. 

. Tronically, it’s 
nearly certain Jesus him- 
self was not born on Dec. 25. 
That date for the celebra- 
tion of the birth of the Sav- 
ior was chosen by the 
Emperor Constantine 
around the year 335 A.D. be- 
cause on that same day the 
pagan festival Saturnalia re- 
volving around the Winter 
Solstice and the start of a 
new year was held. Jesus 
was likely born in the 
spring, sometime between 
March 21 and May 20 by our 
calendar. 

° During the Christ- 
mas buying season, Visa 
cards alone are used an av- 
erage of 5,340 times every 
minute in the United States. 

. Although many be- 
lieve the Friday after 
Thanksgiving is the busiest 
shopping day of the year, it 
is not. It is the fifth to tenth 
busiest day. The Friday and 
Saturday before Christmas 
are the two busiest shopping 
days of the year. 

. During the Christ- 
mas/Hanukkah season, 
more than 1.76 billion candy 
canes will be made. 

. A traditional 
Christmas dinner in early 
England was the head of a 
pig prepared with mustard. 

. The tradition of 
Christmas lights dates back 
to when Christians were 
persecuted for saying Mass. 
A simple candle in the win- 
dow meant that Mass would 
be celebrated there that 
night.

ness committees. 

Damoose’s full farewell 
remarks can be viewed 
here and read below: 

“Mr. Speaker, as the 
101st legislative session 
comes to a close, I want to 
thank you, and all of my 
colleagues on both sides of 
the aisle for the honor and 
privilege of serving with 
you these past years. In so 
many ways, my brief time 
in the Michigan House of 
Representatives has served 
to rekindle my hope for our 
country’s future. 

“Tf one were to gather all 
of their information, as 
many of us do, from scat- 
tered internet sources or 
the wide range of media 
that too often reduces polit- 
ical activity to sport, they 
would naturally end up 
with a very cynical view of 
our system and the people 
working within it. 
Throughout the course of 
my life in the private sec- 
tor, I too was becoming 
jaded and began to believe 
some of those caricatures 


— that those who serve do 
so chiefly out of self-inter- 
est, that they are looking 
for ways to line their pock- 
ets and extend their own 
political futures.

In this sense, our 
different ideas could lead to 
something like what we see 
in Proverbs, chapter 27: ‘As 
iron sharpens iron, so one 


man sharpens another.’ 

“So I leave the House of 
Representatives inspired, 
and more committed than 
ever to helping rebuild a 
sense of grace and civility 
in our political discourse 
and in the public arena. 
This is truly the call of our 
day. Whether we are in 
these chambers, or en- 
gaged on social media, or 
interacting in our restau- 
rants, stores and other 
businesses, let us together 
reject the forces that would 
fill us with anger, rage, and 
disrespect. And instead, let 
us embrace those timeless 
principles from the book of 
Galatians of ‘love, joy, 
peace, patience, kindness, 
generosity, faithfulness, 
gentleness, and self-con- 
trol.’ 

“So may God bless you, 
may He bless every mem- 
ber in this Chamber, and 
may God bless the great 
state of Michigan.”
